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PATERSON RAVAGED BY FLAMES 


Fire Sweeps the New Jersey Manufacturing City 


Causing a Loss of $8,000,000—Thousands 


are Homeless and Many Ruined* 


- Patereon, N. J., Feb. 10.—The 
fierce conflagration 
rwfo4cth burned 


its way through the business center 
of Paterson yesterday 'has completely 
spent its force and is quickly dying 
out in the fusibes and broken brick of 
its ruin. The firemen who hurried 
from other cities to save the endan- 
gered ctty have gone back to their 
homes and ssveral companies of the 
local department have been ordered 
to thor b&usteB for tihe refit mid re- 
f i-eshment tfcey 00 sorely need. Con- 
servative opinion inclined today to 
cut $2,000,000 from the aggregate 
loss of $10,000,000 agreed upon yes- 
terday, and $8,000,000 will proba- 
bly be accepted finally as the ac- 
tual cost of tbe fire. 


No tabulation of individual losses 


thftt can be accepted as reliable has 
yet been made and it will be several 
days before satisfactory figures can 
be prepared. 


INSURANCE ESTIMATE.

WO HEADWAY 3HTRUra NIGHT. 


The fire matte no headway during 


the night. 
Panned 
by a, strong 


wind, it burned up fitfully in places 
during the early hours of the morn- 
ing, but wherever it showed threat- 
ening strength the firemen turned 
streams on it and beat it down. The 
firemen were completely exhausted 
after more than thirty hours con- 
tinuous work, ibut remained at their 
posts. There was comparatively lit- 
tle suffering on the part of those 
reordered homeless by the fire, and 
the armory, churches and public Shel- 
ters opened their doors to but few 
applicants during the night. Prac- 
tically every home that escaped the 
flames was thrown open in a spirit of 
broad charity and nearly every 
refugee found shelter at the house 
of som4 friend. 


The declaration of Mayor Hinch- 


cliffe that the city can care for its 
own is not concurred in by every- 
body and there may be an appeal 
later for outside help. Those who 
are organizing a plan of relief will 
soon be able to reach a decision of the

BUSINESS. 


With the embers still aglow in the 


business district, commercial Pater- 
son planned resumption and restora- 
tion* All of the banks burned out 
yesterday opened for business in 
temporary quarters today and th* 
officials of the banks expressed a de- 
termination to do their part in the 
maintenance of the financial stand- 
ing and credit of the city. The 
First National bank secured tempor- 
ary housing in the building of the 
ttateraou Savings institution. It re- 
ceived many offers of assistance, and 
in acknowledgment President 
Ed- 


ward T. Bell issued the following 
statement: 


"The officers and directors of the 


First National bank desire to ex- 
press their thanks and profound ap- 
preciation to all friends who have 
so generously tendered their sym- 
pathy, co-operation and aid in the 
terrible calamity which has ibefallen 
our city." 


The Paterson Safe 'Deposit' and 


Trust company rented new quarters 
at 100 Broadway and the Paterson 
National bank secured room in the 
same building. The Hamilton Trust 
company made arrangements 
for' 


quarters at the building of the Sec- 
ond National bank and with the rest 
resumed business at the usual bank- 
ing hour. 


The Hamilton Trust company an- 


nounced that it would, AS soon as th« 
ruins of its old building became cool 
enough, coronefcce the erection of * 
new bank building to cost $200,000. 
All of 'the banks and trust companies 
a&aouaotd that their safe* and 
wulta tad prevsd ftiwf enough tojswein 


preserve the securities, moneys and 
records locked in them at the close 
of business on Saturday. 


TOTAL RUIN FOB MANY. 


Many of those whose 
business 


places and homes were destroyed 
were ruined financially and must 
give up, but the majority will be 
able to start afresh. They are cour- 
ageous and confident* The under- 
writers and adjusters representing 
the insurance companies that held 
the hundreds of risks affected by the 
fire are hurrying here and negotia* 
tion for the adjustment of losses has 
been 
commenced. This 
morning 


estimates of the amount of insur- 
ance carried 
on the property de- 


stroyed vary widely. 


The militiamen remained on guard 


today and will be kept under arms 
and on diity as long as necessity for 
their service exists. Huch valuable 
property is still exposed and the au- 
thorities are determined to prevent 
looting or disorder in any foim. 
Saloons that attempted to open after 
midnight were promptly closed and 
the sale of liquor was prohibited un- 
til after daylight. 


The holiday crowds of yesterday 


had dispersed and the city was very 
quiet and orderly today. All of the 
dangerous walls that stand are to ' 
be thrown down and the streets now! 
obstructed with fallen brick will be 
cleaned up. 


Fifteen hundred public school chil- 


dren and several hundred more who 
attended St. Mary's parochial school 


touched by the fire* The houses near 
it on* Straight and Market streets, 
were all burned to the ground. 


STAB/T OF THE FIRE. 


The fir* began at midnight in the 


power house of the Jersey City, Ho- 
bokm and Paiterson. Tradlon com- 
pany. There was a fctfty mile gale 
from fthe north to fan it, and soon 
firebrands were whirling through the 
air over the doomed sections. 


The firemen fougflit with despera- 


tion to confine the flames to the one 
place, but they had no chance. The 
very air was in league with the fire 
demon against them. 


Again and again tShe fire depart- 


ment made a stand du combined 
strength. Again and again it held 
its ground until there were flames 
in front and bdiind them, to right 
and to left, until its efforts where it 
was were useless, and it had to beat 
a hasty retreat to find some other 
vantage poiurt where there would be 
hope of putting a check to the 
flames' progress.

The other was a woman who had just 
became a mother and who died as the 
result of being removed from her 
home.

LOOTERS ARRESTED. 


Just before daybreak the militia 


arrested in one haul eleven men 
caught looting a building. 
Com- 


panies A, C and M, of the Jifth reg- 
iment,vxjompany A, of Passaic, and 
fifty deputy sheriffs, were on guard 
all night They had orders to club 
any one who did not obey orders to 
move on. The 120 members of Pat- 
erson's police force went on duty at 
8 o'clock, relieving the militiamen.

Half an hour later the walls 
began to fall. The intense heat ren- 
dered it impossible to approach

Groton, Mass., Feb. 10.— The con- 


dition of Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., 
was sligntiy less favorable this 
morning, but not beyond what the 
doctors were looking for. The lung 
hitherto clear was found by the doc- 
tors to be affected by the diaease and 
the respiration and temperature were 
higher, but the pulse was better. 


While 
the medical 
attendants 


claim that the patient's condition i» 
not alarming, no attempt is made to 
conceal the fact that the complica- 
tion of the second lung gives the 
ca$e a more serious aspect. 


Mrs. Roosevelt slept in a cot by 


her son's side during the 
night, 


while the president remained in the 
home of Mr. Gardner, adjoining the 
school. He was joined at breakfast 
at the Gardner home by Mrs. Roose- 
velt and a few minutes later both 
went to the dormitory* 


The visit of father and mother 


seemed to brighten up the patient 
considerably. 


From the statements of the physi- 


cian, Dr. Qeorge D. Shattuck, of Bos- 
ton, it appears that the crisis of the 
disease will be reached on Wednes- 
day, 
and the next two or three days 


are likely to show some seemingly 
unfavorable reports, but they will 
be due to nothing more than the reg- 
ular course of the disease. 


At S o'clock the condition of the 


patient was unchanged, 


PRESIDENT MAY REMAIN". 
No plans have yet been made for 


the return of President Roosevelt to 
Washington. He can remain in Gro- 
ton for ten days at least, so far as the 
pressure of public business is con- 
cerned.

will be a week before he leaves.

A QUEEH CHARACTER. 


Along the banks of the rivers Mau- 


mee, St. Mary's and St. Joe we would 
find apple trees bearing fruit. 
It 


would be a mystery to some how 
these trees came theis*, 
growing 


among plum trees and the other for- 
est trees* In the early history of this 
wilderness there came *i man down 
the Ohio a-iver with two canoes lashed 
together. 
His name proper was 


Jonathan Chapman, but his nick- 
name I better remember—"Johnny 
Applesssed." 
I was personally ac- 


quainted uith him in my boyish 
diys. 
He 
had many nurseries 


planted along the rivers and it was 
said of him that he set these trees 
out along the rivers at Port Wxyne, 
I have often while fishing picked oil 
apples from these trees and ate them. 
As a person fishing often gets hun- 
gry and will set his pole and hunt 
for something to eat, so we would 
find these apples and take off several 
and go back to attend to our fishing. 
They wera hard and Tvour as crab- 
apples, only much larger; it took a 
strong jaw with a good set of 
to penetrate them, but they wo ud 
allay hunger. Orchards in those days 
were very scarce -and we would praise 
Uncle Johnny for what he had done 
in setting out these trees along the 
banks. When he would make his ap 
pearance in town in the spring our 
parents would say that he would take 
us out of town, as a scire; but we 
soon learned diffeient.

RECALLS PETEB KISER. 


One other man that is often talke~d 


of is Peter Kiser. 
He came to Fort 


Wayne in tho early J3Qs, from Piqua, 
Ohio, a stout young man. He asso 
ciated himself with Mr. Works in 
the provision business, as Kiser was 
a g'ood butcher, but they did not re- 
main together long. Their business 
was at the west end of Columbia 
street 


It was soon learned that he had 


formed a new partnership. 
The firm 


WAS Comparet & Kiser, on Calhoun 
street, which was quite extemsive, 
furnishing provisions for the canal. 
Kiser had no education, but a gre'at 
momoty. 
He could count up in his 


head as quick as anyone could add 
up with slate and pencil. For a large 
man he was quick in his move. 
If 


he had a rush, he would tell them to 
keep their shirts on—he'd soon wait 
on them. They bought dressed pork 
for $1.50 per hundred—not coin-fed 
hogs, as not much corn was raised in 
those days; hardly enough to feed 
the people. These hogs were let run 
in the woods nnd fattened on the 
hickory nuts, beech nuts and wal- 
nuts, of which the laroods were full. 


I was talking with one of our citi- 


zens a few days ago and the conver- 
sation came up in regard to Kiser.

Htuitington, then four miles 
of the caaal, in a dense wood. 
two acres of ground was cleared out 
on the bank of a small creek, the ob- 
ject being to keep them sober until 
they received their money, as the 
agent would not allow any liquor on 
the ground and all shanties were 
strictly guarded from Handling any- 
thing in that line.

serve the fast of Lent. 


2. They ar« to take only one full 


meal a day, Sundays excepted. 


3. The full meal allowed on fast 


days should be taken about noon. 
But if tor any good' reason the prin 
cipal meal cannot be taken at noon, 
it is permitted to take the collation 
in the morning and to (put off the 
full meal till evening. 


4. Both fish and flesh are not to 


be used at the same time, not even 
on Sundays. 


5. Refreshment, commonly callet 


a collation, is allowed, in the even- 
ing. 
No 'general rules as to the 


quantity of food ^permitted at this 
time is or can be ma'de, but the prac 
tlce of the most regular Christian is 
never to let it exceed one-fourth o 
an ordinary meal.
